In Perfect 


Earth Orbit 


C A P E 
K E N N E D Y 
( U P I ) — A space telescope 
named Copernicus 
rocketed 
smoothly into a perfect orbit 
and passed its first critical 
tests today to give man his 
most powerful view into the 
universe. 
The $82 million observatory 
will study the life and death 
of faraway stars and may 
reveal some early secrets of 
the universe. Its instruments 
also will zero in on the mys­ 
terious 
pulsars 
that 
emit 
X rays at regular intervals 
like cosmic lighthouses. 


Engineers at the Satellite 
Control Center at Greenbelt, 
Md., reported three hours af­ 
ter launch that the spacecraft 
had successfully stabilized it­ 
self with a minimum expendi 
ture of control gas. A spokes­ 
man said 
other operations 
were normal and controllers 
were "happy as clams.” 
The Space Agency reported 
Copernicus was in a flawless 
oroit 160 to 465 miles high 
Once it separated from its 
spent rocket, the satellite un 
folded its two big wing-like 
solar panels and began what 
engineers called its “ survival 
phase’’—a critical 12 hours of 
careful checks to be certain 
all systems were operating 
safely. 
Copernicus is the heaviest 
and one ol ihe most compli­ 
cated and costly unmanned 
spacecraft ever l a u n c h e d 
Scientists hope it will help re­ 
volutionize space astronomy. 
T h e 4,900-pound satellite 
was launched at 6:28 am 
EDT and its Atlanta-Centaor 
rocket propelled it into orbit 
12 minutes later. The last Or­ 
biting 
Astronomical 
Obser­ 
vatory (OAO) was lost in 1970 
when its nose fairing failed to 
separate, but the fairing fell 
away smoothly from today’s 
satellite

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STOCKHOLM - The NATO 
planners in the Scandinavian 
countries, contemplating the 
easing of East-West tensions 
in Central Europe, are uneasy 
over the likely implications 
for northern Europe. 
The fear is that the quieter 
things become in central Eur­ 
ope the freer the Soviet Union 
will be to concentrate on its 
flanks, 
and 
that 
includes 
building up its already mas­ 
sive strength in the Baltic 
and Arctic areas. 
NATO’s secretary general, 
Joseph Luns, has told au­ 
diences in Norway and Den­ 
mark: “ If some evidence of 
detente is discernible in parts 
of Europe, no such relaxation 
prevails on the northern and 
southern frontiers of the al­ 
liance.” 
In the Kola peninsula next 
door to Norway, the Soviet 
Union maintains a strategic- 
base of the first order, com­ 
prising land and amphibious 
forces with over 200 aircraft. 
* large number of forward 
airfields and a fleet of 500 
vessels, including 160 subma­ 
rines, based on the icefree 
port of Murmansk. Luns ad­ 
ded. 
But if the situation causes 
concern to NATO planners, it 
appears to be of less concern 
to those closest to any poten­ 
tial Soviet threat. This gener 
alization 
applies 
with 
less 
force to Norway which, al 
though it does not have a par­ 
ticularly impressive defense, 
is set on maintaining its cur­ 
rent defense capability. 
Denmark, 
on 
the 
other 
hand, already notoriously the 
weakest military link in the 
NATO chain, plans a defense 
reform that, although the gov­ 
ernment strenuously denies it, 
will radically weaken its de­ 
fense strength, in the opinion 
of NATO 
More surprising, however, 
Is 
t h a t 
the 
hard-headed 
S w e d e s 
have 
this 
year 
adopted a longterm defense 
budget which, if not reversed 
>n the meantime, will mean 
that Sweden’s defense strength 
is cut by a third to a half over 
the next ten years. 
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Sweden is not a member of 
NATO, as are Denmark and 
Norway. It pursues a policy- 
defined as non-alignment in 
peace and neutrality in war, 
and since World War II it has 
been 
a 
no-nonsense 
policy 
based on a high defense capa­ 
bility. 
The Swedish air force is 
generally considered to rank 
as one of the three or four 
most 
powerful 
in 
Europe. 
Tnere is an efficient mobiliza­ 
tion system which can put 
250,000 men in the field within 
hours, and a defense industry 
which is able to supply the 
armed forces with an array 
of ultra-modern weapons, in­ 
cluding the “ Viggen” (Thun­ 
derbolt) jet 
attack fighter, 
tanks and artillery. 
The Swedish defense post­ 
ure is of importance to the 
Nordic strategic balance. 1 he 
country is an effective buffer 
between Finland, neutral but 
allied to the Soviet by a pact 
of friendship 
and 
alliance, 
and NATO countries Denmark 
and Norway, Although there 
is no doubt that at various 
times NATO would have liked 
Sweden to be a member of 
the alliance, it is widely felt 
inside Scandinavia that Swe­ 
den’s neutrality assisted 
in 
enabling Finland to stay neut­ 
ral and relatively mdependem 
of the Soviet Union 


A strong Sweden is in any 
ease welcome to NATO, while 
Danish and Norwegian mem­ 
bership of NATO is to Swe­ 
den’s advantage, though Swe­ 
den is careful never to say 
anything in public indicating 
this. 
It now seems, however, that I 
Sweden has decided that the 
international 
situation 
no 
longer necessitates a contin­ 
ued high level of defense ex- t 
p e n d i t u r e , wTiich in 1971 
amounted to about 3.5 per 
rent of the Gross National 
Product.

cars," a spokesman for the 
agency said. 
Under law, automakers are 
required to install 
starting 
with 1975 models a “ passive 
restraint system” —the air 
bag or some other system 
that will prevent death or in­ 
jury in a head-on collision at 
30 miles an hour. 
Supporters of the air bag 
are equally adamant that it 
can work. They contend that 
it, along with newly designed 
e n e r g y absorbing vehicle 
frames, can eventually cut 
highway fatalities by as much 
as 70 per cent. 
Basically, the air bag sys­ 
tem will work like this: 
At the moment of impact in 
an accident, a sensing device 
will trigger a release mechan­ 
ism which will discharge high 
pressure air into a large ny­ 
lon bag hidden under the in­ 
strument 
panel 
or 
in 
the 
steering column of a car. The 
bag balloons out to protect 
the occupants as the force of 
the crash thrust them for­ 
ward. 
A 
safety 
agency 
official 


said: “ The entire protective 
sequence of impact, inflation 
and deflation, requires only a 
fraction of a second —or little 
more than a heartbeat.” 
Critics of the air bag con­ 
tend that it is not yet devel­ 
oped to a point where the pos­ 
sibility of accidental inflation 
can 
be 
discounted. 
Henry 
Ford calls the air bag concept 
“ a lot of baloney.” The gov­ 
ernment says chances of acci­ 
dental inflation are remote. 
“ It will not activate at low 
speeds, nor will a small boy 
with a baseball bat be able to 
trigger the system malicious­ 
ly,” the safety agency says. 
Test cars have even been 
driven over railroad ties at 
speeds of up to 70 miles an 
hour without producing an ac­ 
cidental inflation. 
However, supporters of the 
air bag suffered a loss of face 
tecently in two widely publi­ 
cized tests in Phoenix, and 
Detroit. In both experiments, 
the air bags failed to inflate. 
But in each case, the suppor­ 
ters of the air bag blamed the 
failure on human error made 


during installation. 
In its report, the govern­ 
ment poses and answers a 
number of questions about the 
air bag, such as: 
Question: 
Does 
wearing 
glasses or smoking a pipe 
present a hazard when the air 
bag inflates? 
Answ-er: 
No. 
Tests have 
shown that an inflating air 
bag will not break a person’s 
glasses. “ More important, the 
g 1 a s s e s-wearer, the baby- 
being held by the passenger, 
and the pipe smoker are far 
better off hitting a yielding 
air cushion than 
smashing 
against a hard dashboard or 
windshield.” 
Q. Could an air bag trap or 
suffocate a driver? 
A. No. Since air cushions 
must be vented to cushion the 
o c c u p a n t without 
sharp 
rebound, they can be brushed 
aside rather easily. 
Q. How can a driver be 
^ure the system will work. 
A. If the system is not 
working, a red light will be 
activated on the instrument 
panel to warn the driver.

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Ultimatum To Oust Asians 


L O N D O N 
(UPD —Two 
weeks 
ago. 
President 
Idi 
Amin of Uganda set the fuse 
to a time bomb which has 
been threatening African sta­ 
bility for 10 years. 
Amin told tens of thousands 
cf Asians to get out of his 
country within 90 days. Amin 
put their number at 80,000 
and accused them of “ sabo­ 
taging” Uganda’s economy. 
T h e British 
government 
says fewer than 
50.000 of 
these have British passports. 
Another 23,000. it savs, are 
Ugandan nationals and 
"a 
few thousand” more have In­ 
dian. Pakistani or Bangladesh 
citizenship. 
But, give or take a few 
t h o u s a n d , the problems 
created by Amin’s sudden ul­ 
timatum are terrifying. 
The 
British 
government’s 
first reaction was shock, then 
incredulity, then an inclina­ 
tion to play for time. 
Now it realizes Amin means 
business and hat it probably 
will have to make room for a 
sudden rush of up to 50,000 
A s l a n s 
into 
England—a 
c o u n t r y already overpopu­ 
lated, already with a black 
i m m i g r a n t population of 
around 1.8 million and al­ 
ready plagued by unemploy- 
m e n t and 
housing 
short­ 
ages. 
A week after Amin’s ul­ 
timatum, Prime Minister Ed­ 
ward Heath dispatched a sen­ 
ior cabinet minister, Geoffrey 
Rippon, to East Africa to try 
to reason with Amin. 
Rippon, w’ho until recently 
handled 
Britain’s 
Common 
Market membership negotia­ 
tions, got a diplomatic bru- 
shoff. 
At first Amm was “too

busy“ to see him. Rippon also 
was unable to see the presi­ 
dents of 
Kenya 
and 
Tan­ 
zania. 


Only at the tail end of his 


visit, when Rippon was on the 
point of taking off from Dar­ 
es Salaam to return to Lon­ 
don. did Amin relent and 
agree to see him. 


The British envoy returned 
to London last Wednesday to 
report he had gotten little 
diplomatic change out of the 
Ugandan leader. He refused 
to withdraw his ultimatum or 
to extend the 90-day deadline. 
The only concessions Rippon 
could extract were promises 
to handle the exodus of the 
Asians in a “ orderly” man­ 
ner. 


The 
“ British 
Asians” 
in 
Uganda, like those in neigh­ 
boring Kenya and Tangan­ 
yika, are a holdover from the 
British Empire, some of the 
human flotsam left 
behind 
when the empire was liqui­ 
dated and became a Com­ 
monwealth. 
Most of them are descen­ 
dants of people brought by 
the British from their former 
Indian Empire at the end of 
the 19th and beginning of the 
20th century to build East Af­ 
rica’s railroads and run its 
commerce. 
In the intervening decades 
they have become a closely 
knit, prosperous middle-class 
community — mainly Eng- 
lishspeaking and educated in 
E n g 1 i s h-style schools, but 
keeping to themselves and re­ 
fusing to mix socially or oth­ 
erwise with the native Afri­ 
cans. They dominate trade, 
commerce, banking and the 
legal profession in East Af­ 
rica. 
Because of their prosperity 
and exclusiveness they are 
deeply resented hv the Afri­ 
cans. Amin shares that re­ 
sentment. 
In 1968 thousands of “ Bnt- 
lsh Asians” , frightened by the 
growing “ Africanization” po­ 
licies of the newly indepen­ 


dent states, started a panic 
exodus to Britain. 
The Labor party govern­ 
ment 
of 
the 
time, 
under 
heavy pressure from public 
opinion, slammed the doors, 
it imposed an annual quota of 


1,500 “ British Asian'* families 
to be allowed in annually. 


This year the present Con­ 
servative government stepped 
up the annual quota to 3,500 


families—about 
20,000 
per­ 
sons— plus a one-time addi­ 
tional intake of 1,500 families 
this year. 
E v e n 
so 
there 
is 
a 
frighteningly 
long 
backlog 
seeking admission. 
T h e g o v e r n m e n t has 
pledged publicly it will not 
cut the existing quotas in or­ 
der to help the Asians ex­ 
pelled by Amin. It also has 
accepted responsibility for all 
those proving British citizen­ 
ship. 
But the social and other 
problems this raises are ap­ 
palling. Enoch Powell, a ma­ 
verick right-wing former Con­ 
servative 
government 
min­ 
ister, 
described 
the 
50,000 
Uganda Asians as “ only the 
thin end of a very thick 
wedge.” 
He predicted Britain may 
face an influx in the future of 
1.5 million British passport 
holders from other African 
countries as well as Asia. 


The government has set up 
a committee headed by Home 
Secretary Robert Carr to try 
to plan for absorption of the 
Uganda 
Asians. 
But 
many 
tow-ns which 
already have 
large colored immigrant po­ 
pulations have hurried to an­ 
nounce they can 
take 
no 
more. 
The Asians are caught in 
the middle.

Loews Shows 
It's on Move 


By ROGER SPEAR 


Q — I have seen no comment in your column on Loews 
< orp. At the time of Lorillard merger I received warrants 
wnich f would like to exchange now. Could you give me some 
information on this company? — I.F . 


A — These warrants enable yuu to purchase Loews common 
at $35 a share until Nov. 29. 1972, and at $37.50 for the next 
tour years. Since the warranis are trading at $21 you would 
pay $56 for shares listed on the NYSE at $50. Thus the ASE- 
Itsted warrants trade at a 12 per cent premium in a cash 
purchase but at no premium if the 6>h per cent debenture is 
exchanged for 'he shares. Sale of the warrant and outright 
purchase of the common shares, which incidentally return 2 
per cent in dividend income, would be more practical. Better 
still, if income is not vital, tust hold the warrants which move 
in line with underlying common shares. 
Corporate changes in recent months have attracted consid­ 
erable speculation about ) oews’ future plans. Not only has the 
company sold i‘s 20 per cent interest in Franklin New York 
Corp., a Long Island ban.,, lor $40 million but it has also sold 
x candy company for >5.5 million. Other streamlining in the 
corporate structure includes the sale of three hotels, leasing of 
four others and the $16 million sale of a 48-unit theater chain. 
Shares of a 50 per cent owned real-estate developer will be 
offered to the public at $21 per share. 
Rumors that a major merger is in the works recently have 
centered on Leasco Corp. (N YSE) as a possible candidate. 
While Loews has taken a moderate-size position in these 
shares, company chairman Tisch has denied as “ absolutely 
untrue” that Leasco is under consideration for takeover. Pre­ 
viously Tisch stated that Loews possibly would make a major 
($500 million) acquisition before the year end. Loews still con­ 
centrates on three fields, »heaters, tobacco and hotels. The 
company also holds a $400 million securities portfolio. Earn­ 
ings should reach $3.75 a share tor fiscal 1972. 


Q— I have been investing for nine years and hold American 
Express, Merck. American Hospital Supply, International Busi­ 
ness Machines, Taylor Wine and Xerox. I have $2,000 available 
for investment now and would like a strong moving stock. I 
wonder if I should switch IB and Taylor to Xerox? — P.T. 


A — Your portfolio, now worth $36,000, is comprised of high 
grade growth stocks. American Hospital (N YSE), Merck 
(N YSE) and Taylor Wine (OTC) have five year annual average 
compound growth rates of 10 per cent. IBM (N YSE), Xerox 
(N YSE) and American Express <OTC) grew 11, 17 and 18 
per cent respectively. Taylor Wine reported operating gains for 
the fiscal year ended June 3C, 1971. Sales rose 6 per cent year 
to year and set a new record, as did earnings. Although net 
income was up 10 per cent, per share results were up 3 cents to 
$1.29 a share, reflecting an increase in outstanding common. 
Institutional selling has been a ma|or factor in the drop in 
snare price trom the record high at 58%, although more than a 
dozen funds continue to hold about 5 per cent of the shares. 
Retain. 
IBM, your smallest holding, continues to turn tn superior 
sales and earnings growth, 23 and 21 per cent, respectively, 
tor the first half Since December, shares have moved up 100 
points, a rate of gain which is hard to beat. Again, shares are 
rated hold. New capital should be invested in Tampa. (OTC). 
At 17 per cent, this company’s growth rate is consistent with 
vour otner holdings. While shares command a neh multiple, 
long term results should prove rewarding.

Finds Vote Pattern 


In Populous States 


Examine with a skeptical eye am front line re­ 
ports which suggest that the eight most populous 
northern states may be spread all over the lot in 
ihis election. Though Massachusetts is something of 
an exception generally they tend to vote in a pat­ 
tern. 
II an election ¡s vei\ «lose, the big states may tall 
on either side o! the middle where most of them will 
be bunched. Thus d was in 1968, when President 
Nixon won lour and Sen. Hubert Humphrey four. 
The same split occurred in 194S between H am Tru­ 
man and Thomas Dewey. 
Yet this doesn’t necessarily follow. John F. Ken­ 
nedy’s popular vote in 19:10 was narrower than these 
two. bui still he won six oi the eight top northern 
.stales and nearly took a seventh. 
Landslides inevitably 
engulf all the big ones. 
Dwight Eisenhower swept the eight in lx>th 1952 and 
1956 and so did Lvndon Johnson in 1964. 
’Ihe laet is, these large industrial states are pretty 
much the same in make-up, despite highly adver­ 
tised difference. To grasp the general consistency of 
their behavior in presidential elections, you have to 
look at the specifics. 
Last tim e out. for instance, Mr. Nixon won Cali­ 
fornia by 5.1 per rent, Illinois by 2.9. Ohio by 2.,; 
and New Jersey by 2.1 
Humphrey margins were a bit large in three 
6.7 per «•ent in Michigan. V» in New York. ».6 in 
Pennsylvania. Massachusetts was a sport, giving 
Humphrey 63 f>er < ent to the President’s 32.9. 
The strongest evidence of pattern was visible not 
in margins but voter percentages. Leaving out Mas­ 
sachusetts. Mr. Nixon in 1968 got jiercentages rang­ 
ing from a high of 17.8 in California to a low of 17.8 
in Michigan. Humphrey' went from a high of 49.8 per 
cent in New York to a low of 42.9 in Ohio. Mostly the 
two men fell between 44 and 47, 
The Truman Dewey election, ^im plicated by the 
candidacy of He«u> \vallace, was tighter still. Mas­ 
sachusetts again did not follow form, giving Truman 
an 11.5 edge. Hut he took Mlinois by just .9 per cent. 
California by .5, Ohio by a mierosopic .3. 
Dewey m turn picked off New Jersey by 4.4, Pen­ 
nsylvania by 4.0, and scraped by in Michigan with 
1,6 and New York with 1.0 margin. 
Oiue more, the voting percentages tx>re fascinat­ 
ing similarity , mi th r e e ot the eight. Dewey’s v o te 
was identical: 49.2 per rent His 43.2 in Massachu­ 
setts aside, his range in the other seven was from 
4H.0 in New York to 30.9 ui Pennsylvania. 
As lor Truman, he ran from a Mat 15 p e r rent in 
New York to a high of 50.01 in Illinois, lie hit near 
47 three times. 
Massachusetts is not always aporty. In the l*.i- 
senhowe*' sweeps, it was right in there In seven of 
the big « lght, Ike in 1952 got m argins of great size 
and vote percentages ranging from 54.2 in Mas­ 
sachusetts in 56.8 m New Jersey and Ohio. Only 
Pennsylvania lagged with 52.7. Adlai Stevenson’s 
losing totals spread from 46.9 to a Hat 42 |>er cent 
I k e ’s bigger 1956 victory found five states giving 
him totals of 49.3 per cent to 64.7. and three trailing 
ai around 55*56. !n Johnson’s 1964 landslide, six 
states gave him from 39.1 to 6H.7 M assachusetts at 
76.2 and New York at 64.6 were somewhat atxive 
pattern. 
Kennedy 
winning >ix in 19 .6. got percentages in 
seven states running from 17.4 in Ohio to 52.5 in New 
York. Five were around 51-49. Mr. Nixon, while los­ 
ing all bin Ohio and California, tell below 48 just 
once. Again, M assachusetts was al>ove phase 
60 
Democratic. The m argins in three states were less 
than one per cent.

treatm ent of prisoners of w ar 
by North Vietnam is a trage­ 
dy that has received w orld­ 
wide com m ent, but very little 
has been done about it. Under 
the Geneva Convention, which 
has been signed by the Han­ 
oi governm ent and 130 other 
nations, the plight of Am eri­ 
can prisoners of w ar and mis­ 
sing in action could be taken 
up by the governm ents of the 
wforld. 


Senator Strom Thurm ond of 
South Carolina has introduced 
a joint resolution urging that 
they m ake a concerted effort 
in this regard. He points out 
that a resolution adopted by 
the International Conierence 
of the Red Cross was sup­ 
ported by 114 nations and cal­ 
led on the parties in the con­ 
flict to abide by the Geneva 
Convention and give hum ane 
treatm ent to the prisoners of 
w*ar. Senator Thurm ond .says: 


“This plea, along with those 
of President Nixon, the Con­ 
gress, 
and 
the 
American 
people, falls on deaf ears. The 
governm ent of North Vietnam 
w*as one of 131 which signed 
rhe Geneva Convention. In so 
doing, it com m itted itself to 
identify and properly t are for 
all 
prisoners oi w ar 
in

hum anitarian m anner, to al­ 
low im m ediate release of the 
sick or wounded, and to per­ 
mit 
inspection

and cam ps by a neutral par­ 
ty.

Despite Cutbacks in Budget

CHINO — The training pro­ 
gram of police officers here 
will be only slightly affected 
by budget cutbacks, thanks to 
the 
adaptability 
of 
Police 
Chief Frank Meehan. 
Use of less ammunition In 
weaponry training, alteration 
of the frequency and time 
limit in regular training ses­ 
sions, elimination of a week’s 
Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion training and cutback of 
vehicular units are the princi­ 
pal effects of a budget $102,- 
000 less than of the original 
amount requested 
“ I 
anticipate 
to get 
the 
sam e results as I did before 
with less money,” said Mee­ 
han. 
“ If 
experience 
shows 
that I’ll get less amount of ef- 
ficency and proficiency, I will 
recommend to the city m ana­ 
ger (Bob Fast) to increase 
funds. But I really expect to 
get the same amount as in 
years past “ 


Original Budget 


Meehan’s 
original 
budget 
r a i l e d for 
approximately 
$581,000 in expenditures. Upon 
being told by form er city ad­ 


ministrator J.R. Wright thai 
he had only $479,000 avail­ 
able, the police chief pro­ 
ceeded to review his budget 
page by page in a 
paring 
exercise. 


“The money spent had to 
meet the dollars available.’ 
he recalled. 
"Before, there was a four- 
hour training session on a 
monthly basis for all officers. 
They were paid during train­ 
ing. In addition to that, thev 
had to be on the firing range 
and qualify with weapons ai 
least once a month, for which 
they received no pay. It was 
just a departm ental mandate.

Some 10,000 muscular >oung men and even more muscular 
young women from 12'i countries are gathering this week in 
Munich, Germany, to vie. as we say, tor coveted gold medals, 
as we say, in the XX Olympiad, as we say.

The only thing duller than the Winter Olympics is the Surn- 
lirnr Olympics, in which the young athletes test each others’ 
•m uscles, speed, stamina and skill in a kaleidoscope of sports 
• ranging trom archery to yachting. Pity they left out chess. 
*m 
Basketball, boxing, canoeing (canoeing?!, cycling, equest- 
»nan sports, fencing, gymnastics, hockey, handball, track and 
’ field, judo, shooting volleyball, water polo, weight lifting, etc. 
ancient Zeus, in whose honor footraces were held at Olympia, 
Greece in 776 B C , would hardly recognize what has hap­ 
pened to his Super Bowl. (The modem Zeus, 85-year-old Avery 
Brundage, chairman of the International Olympics Committee, 
doesn t recogmze it either.) 
The ancient Olympic g tmes were pretty pamey, being de­ 
vised to train young warriors in the arts of war. The javelin 
throw ia a direct descendant of the Attic an of spear throwing, 
and the 1,500 meter run was devised to get you away from the 
erem v if your spear missed 
After the gam es had neen going a lew years, the Greeks 
added competition in jumping, discus (from whence cam e Ro­ 
din’s great statue, ‘The Thinker”) boxing, chariot racing and 
wrestling (from whence came the great statue “ Laocoon” ). 
Cecil B DeMiile later added orgies and Dionysian revels, but 
records were not kept. 
In 60 A.D. a rotund Roman emperor named Nero entered the 
gam es and won numerous laurel wreaths because no one 
dared defeat him. He was later prominent in music and arson, 
leading to the Decline and Fall of the Roman Umpire 
The Olympic games became a rat race after that, and in 
394 A.D. the Emperor Theodosius abolished them. They were 
revived in 1896 by Baron Pierre de Coubertin of France 
(where else)? and medals were won by people named Inessa 
laounzen, Olga Fikotova, Tamara Tyshkevich and Bob Rich­ 
ards. 


Since the revival of the Olympiad at Athens in 1896, the 
gam es have been held all over the world in places with weird 
names like Helsinki, Cortina, Garmisch-Partenkirchen and l-os 
Angeles. 
So the long summer will become longer next Friday when 
ABC. which has as many reporters and eamermen at Munich 
as the 123 counti es have competitors, bombards the airwaves 
With titanic weight-lifting compeiition, sculling races, field 
hockey gam es, and wrestling matches. <The skulls take place at 
Feldmoching Ober-Schleissheim, a few miles from Munich.) 
The only race I’m really Keen to see is the 100-meter dash 
for the title of “the world’s fastest human.” Can Pietro Men- 
nea of Barietta, Italy, or Jean-louis Ravelomanantsoa of the 
Malagasy Republic, defeat Valery Borzov of Novaya Kakhovka 
in the Ukraine?
